MSDS Early Childhood Collections New Characteristics 2017-18

There are two new characteristics collected in the MSDS Early Childhood (EC) collections for the 2017-18 school
year: “Federal Poverty Level Quintile” (FPLQ) and “Provider License Number” (PLN). These are in the EC Programs
component. This guidance was written in collaboration with CEPI’'s partners at the Michigan Department of
Education (MDE),the Michigan Department of Licensing and Regulatory Affairs (LARA), and the Early Childhood
Investment Corporation (ECIC).
